OTTAWA, July 23. — Rapid 
spread northward of drought 
conditions in Alberta will necessi- 
tate evacuation of about 500,000 
head of cattle from the province, 
Hon, Charles Cockroft, Alberta 
treasurer, said Wednesday. 

Mr. Cockroft, here to tell Domin- 
ion government ministers about 
drought conditions in his province 
said the situation had grown rap- 
idly more serious during the last 
three weeks. 

Arid conditions, depleting the 
supply of feed for cattle. were 
spreading rapidly northward, he 
declared, and the drought area 
had crept within 30 or 40 miles of 
Edmonton. 

He could give no estimate of the 
extent of the area, he said, because 
conditions had changed rapidly and 
a complete survey had not been 
completed 

The treasurer said he had inform- 
ed the government of conditions 
affecting livestock during the course 
of a general talk on drought condi- 
tions
